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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
04/21/1 1 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 10 are allowed. The closest prior art is disclosed by Li et al. (US 
2004/021 9387 A1 ). Li et al. discloses an organic EL device comprising an emission 
layer (1 03, Fig. 1 ) that comprises a compound of the formula H 0 -(X-(R) m -X-G) n ([0024]) 
where X = O, S, R = alkyl group, G = chromophore, and H 0 = conjugated chromophore 
with hole-transporting or electron-transporting properties ([0034]). Li et al. discloses the 
following embodiment: 
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((ii), page 4) such that L = Ai-R r A 2 where Ri = alkylene group (ethylene), Ai = 
heteroatom (oxygen), and A 2 = ether group and Y = polycyclic aromatic compound 
(substituted pyrenyl phenyl). However, Li et al. does not disclose X or Y as recited in 
the claims. Thus, Li et al. neither singly nor in combination with any other prior art 
provides sufficient motivation to produce the inventions as claimed by the Applicant.
